Of the origin of scalp taking but lit- 
tle is known, and that vague and in- 
definite. Nearly every tribe has some 
wild, weird legend to account for the 
custom, but these traditions vary wide- 
ly as to the cause. That raising the 
hair of an enemy is of great antiquity 
there is no doubt, for in the Bible it is 
related how the soldiers tore the skin 
from the heads of their vanquished 
foes. 

With the North American savage 
there appears to be some close affili- 
ation between the departed and his 
hair. I have often asked many a blood 
begrimed warrior why he should care 
for a dead man’s hair, and invariably a 
number of reasons have been assigned. 

It is an evidence to his people that he 
has triumphed over his enemy. The 
scalps are very prominent factors in 
the incantations of the medicine 
lodge, a feature of religious rites. The 
savage believes there is u wonderfully 
inherent i>ower in the scalp of an en- 
emy. All the excellent qualities of the 
victim go with his hair the moment it 
is wrenched from his head. If the vic- 
tim is a renowned warrior so much 
greater is the anxiety to procure his 
scalp, for the fortunate possessor then 
inherits all the bravery and prowess of 
its original owner. 

I never knew of but one instance in 
all my experience among the Indians 
covering a period of more than a third 
of a century where a white man taken 
prisoner in battle escaped death. It 
was a great many years ago; the party, 
a dear friend, is still living, a grand old 
mountaineer, but the homeliest man on 
earth probably.

Tlie Fiscal Court. 

The Bourbon Fiscal Court of Claims 
convened yesterday with Judge Denis 
Dundon presiding, and a full board ot 
magistrates present. The account of 
County Clerk Ed. D. Paton amounting 
to $265 was disapproved by Mr. Moore. 
He read the statute and showed that 
the court could allow annually to the 
county clerk a reasonble sa'ary for his 
services. Esquire Howell tnen made a 
motion to increase the pay allowed the 
clerk from $200 to $465, which was 
amended by EsquirejMann allowing the 
clerk $665 for the ensuing year which 
was unanimously' passed. 

The salary of health officer was fixed 
at S300 for the ensuing year. The 
salaries of the pauper physician was 
fixed and the following physicians 
elected for the various precincts : 

Paris, A. H. Keller, $125, J. T. 
Brown, $125. Millersburg, Drs, Smith, 
Dailey, Huffman andlMiller, $200 divid- 
ed. Little Rock. Drs. McClure and 
S A-eetman $100 divided. North Middle- 
town, R. M. Gilkey $100. Clinton- 
ville, S. J. Anderson $100. Hutchison, 
Carl Wilmoth, $100. Centerville, J. 
A. Creason anu E. A. Cram $100, 
divided. Ruddles Mills, W. T. Stewart, 
$100. County Infirmary, G. L. Rankin 
$ 200 . 

Mr. Albert Rice was re-elected 
keeper of county infirmary for the 
year commencing March 1st, 1907, at 
a salary of $75 per month. 

Reports from Road Supervisor Claude 
F. Redmon and from Hon. Claude M. 
Thomas, Treasurer of the county, and of 
the Garth fund were read and ordered 
spread upon the order book. 

The court then passed upon all ac- 
counts that had been filed with the 
county attorney and the following 
claims were allowed. 

General ^counts, $4,010.43. 

Expenditures for turnpikes, $1,413. 68 ; 
allowance for the Road Supervisor for 
the month of October, $1,000. 

Salaries for pauper physicians for 
the past six months $55. 

There were a number of other orders 
entered of minor importance.

Britton Gets New Trial. 

The Court of Appeals by Commis- 
sioner Carroll yesterday reversed the 
judgment of the Fayette Circuit Court 
in the case of “Bill” Britton vs. the 
Commonwealth. 

Britton was given a life sentence for- 
the shooting of James Cockrill at Jack- 
son in July 1902, Cockrill having been 
removed to Lexington, where he died, 
thus giving Fayette county the right 
to try t le case. The case was remand- 
ed to tne Fayette Circuit Court for re- 
trial with instructions. The ground of 
reversal is incompetent evidence.

Last But One. 

Saipuel Bland Arnold, last but one of 
the “Lincoln Conspirators,” has pass- 
ed away. News of his death in Waver- 
Iy, Md., was received with marked in- 
terest. Arnold was implicated with 
Jonh Wilkes Booth. He always pro- 
tested his innocerse of ?ny participation 
in the death plot, although he acknow- 
ledged that he was a party to several 
plots looking to the abduction of the 
President and to his transportation to a 
point within the Confederate lines. 
The most convincting evidence against 
him was in the shape of a letter found 
in the trunk of John Wilkes Booth, but 
Arnold contended that this letter was 
written to dissuade Booth from taking 
part in the kidnapping scheme. 

Arnold was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment, and he and some of his 
fellows were sent to Albany peniten- 
tiary. By order of President Johnson 
his place of incarceration was changed 
to the Dry Tortugas, and the story 
written by his sev ral years ago dealing 
with his treatment there was a harrow- 
ing recital of cruelty. He was finally 
pardoned and returned to the United 
States, but he w'as a changed man, and 
shunned his fellowman. He lived as a 
recluse on his farm in Fair Haven, 
Maryland. 

Not long ago he broke his leg as the 
result of an accident, and was compell-

496. Multiply 32.2 by 12 and the prod- 
uct will be 386.4— the number of inches 
in 32.2 feet.

“This is exceedingly slow, but then ' A 
gravity exerted by the mass of the old, 
earth 93,000,000 miles away is natural- 
ly somewhat weak. But the center of 
the earth is that distance from the cen- 
ter of the sun and actually falls every 
second toward the sun with a speed at 
the end of a second having a velocity 
of .233285 of an inch, which is .some- 
thing less than one-fourth of an inch.

3 pear so. Of course weight is merely a 
3 relative term, for at the exact center 
i of gravity a body weighs nothing at 
i all. Weight varies as we approach the 
i gravitation point or recede from it, 
1 and the expression as employed in ev- 
J eryday life— when we buy a pound of 
steak or a ton of coals— simply means 
3 the weight used on the surface of the 
earth because we live there. 

Now, supposing you are desirous of 

* weighing the earth, how would you go 
about it? Well, if your education had 

i been neglected and you were iu conse- 
quence ignorant of mathematics you 
might decide to cut up this terrestrial 
globe of ours in blocks and bring each 
block to the surface of the earth and 
there weigh it on au ordinary pair of 
scales. The operation would doubtless 
be a costly and fatiguing one, aud per- 
haps many unscientific landowners 

* might object to your carrying off their 
property even though you explained 

- that it was merely as a temporary 
loan. But let us for argument's sake 
suppose that you succeeded. 

Well, haviug carried each block, to 
the surface (and many of them would, 
of course, have been brought from the 
very center of the earth) one at a 
time (returning each to its proper place 
before weighing the next) aud having 
discovered that each block weighed a 
ton, then before your labors ended aud 
the last block of earth had been placed 
on the scales you would have dealt 
with rather less than seven soxtillions. 

This of course is a tremendous num- 
ber of tons for any moving mass to 
weigh, but there is a time twice each 
year when the earth actually weighs 
nothing at all. In October last this 
earth gradually began to lose weight 
like some huge giant dying of a de- 
cline until at a certain moment of time 
it weighed only an ouuce. then half an 
ounce, then a quarter, and finally, just 
for about the, fifty-thousandth part of 
a second, it weighed absolutely nothing 
whatever— not even so much as a soap 
bubble which a baby might blow away. 

To realize this you must remember 
that the earth does not travel round 
the sun in an exact circle, so that the 
distance from the sun is always vary- 
ing, which Of course alters the power 
Df attraction or, iu other wonls, the 
earth’s weight. But in October and 
April of eaeh year the earth is at an 
exact average distance during the frac- 
tion of a second, at which time, as I 
have said before, it weighs nothing. 
How short a space of time this is may 
he judged from the fact that the earth 
moves at the rate of eighteen and a 
m half miles every second. 

" But to weigh the earth in the manner 
^ suggested would be a very costly raat- 
| ter, and so it is found to be more sat- 
t Isfaetory to employ mathematics, when 
E we shall arrive at the same results, as- 
I Burning of course that we are correct 
I in our deductions. Ana now as to the 
I most usual means employed in weigh- 
9 ing the sun. Having satisfied ourselves 
I R8 to the true weight of the earth, we 
B call that “One” or “Unity.” That is 
( the basis ou which we work. 

E The next thins to do is to mount to 
I gome elevation— the top of a tower or 
► the roof of a house will answer our 
I purpose very well— drop a stone and 

a B find out how far it will fall in one sec- 
ond of time and what its exact rate of 
I speed will lie at the end of the first 
[ second. 

0 This is not so easy as it sounds, but 
t we can spare ourselves the fatigue of 
J calculating, for after 300 years scien- 
I tists have by means of the most dt‘li- 
K cate instruments arrived at the proved 
( conclusion that at the end of the first 
il second the stoue will lie at a distance 
E of 16.1 feet from the starting point and 
t will be then traveling at the rate of 
l 82.2 feet per second. This 32.2 is the 
L most Important 1 actor in our calcula- 
[ tious and lias been called the astro- 
L nomical scales, for by means of it we 
g can weigh the sidereal universe. 

J Now, here, said Professor Larkin, 
p taking a paper from his desk, is an ar- 
ticle which 1 wrote some time ago on 
(lie weighing of the sun, and I do not 
- think you can do better than make au 
extract from it, which will save me 
jr much needless repetition, and lie hand- 
g ed me the manuscript, from which I 
L quote the following paragraphs: 

P “Every object in t lie celestial vault 
p seen by the eye of man is a falling 
jp body. The earth is a body forever fall- 
£ ing toward the sun and the moon for- 
r ever toward the earth. If we can find 
P with what speed tiie earth is falling to- 
ja ward the sun at the end of our exact 
U second a clew is obtained that will lead 
F through a maze of figures to the mass 
p of the sun. This must be true, for it 
g* has been discovered that if the earth 
K contained quadruple its present quan- 
P tity of matter the stoue would fall at 
r the rate of 64.4 feet per second. And 
g Newton discovered that if the stoue be 
^ takeu 3,958 miles away from the earth 
f- and dropped its speed at the end of the 
p first second will be 8.05 feet. But 3.958 
e miles from the earth is twiee as far 
t: from the center as is the surface, and 
% 8.05 feet is one-fourth of 32.2. But 4 is 
| the square of 2, so gravity diminishes 
$ as the square of the distance increases 
g and directly as the matter increases, 
ft “The earth is 98,000,000 miles from 
£ the snn, and this, divided by 3,958, 
| equals approximately 23.49$. Tliere-

EASTMAN JOHNSON 



Fie Wn* Onee Invited to He Conrt 
Painter nt The Unique. 

Holland, the country above all oth- 
ers to which art owes gratitude for the 
creation aud maintenance of sane tra- 
ditions of painting, rendered a signal 
service to American art in the middle 
of (lie last century in the solid tech- 
nical training which it gave to East- 
man Johnson. 

The education of our earlier painters 
had lieon various. When the nineteenth 
century was nearing its middle period 
(here was a general exodus of students 
to Dusseldorf, and it was to pursue his 
studies there that in 1849 Eastman 
Johnson took ship for Europe. 

The vessel on which Johnson sailed, 
bound for Antwerp, was detained at 
Flushing, and it is to be regretted that 
no written record lias been made of 
the story which Johnson delighted to 
tell, and told so well, of how he and 
his comrade. George Henry Hall, who 
survives him — impatient young pil- 
grims desiring to plunge at once into 
the promised land of art — left the ves- 
sel and, ignorant of the language and 
customs of the country, trudged on foot 
along (he river Scheldt toward their 
goal. 

On their way each step revealed to 
their new world eyes some detail filled 
with romance and promise, until after 
nightfall they found themselves before 
the closed gates of the city of Ant- 
werp. which was then a wailed town 
obedient to the old custom of curfew. 

After ail amusing parley in conflict- 
ing tongues the capital of Flemish art 
received them kindly, and hencefor- 
ward the art of Flanders and Holland 
made* so direct and sympathetic an ap- 
peal to Johnson that his sojourn in 
Dusseldorf was comparatively brief, 
and its lessons had little or no visible 
effect on his life work. 

His earlier. student stage passed, he 
settled at The Hague, where his suc- 
cess was so marked that when after an 
absence of long duration he determin- 
ed to return to the United States his 
patriotic purpose was carried out in 
the face of a temptation to accept the 
formal proffer of the position of court 
painter at The Hague.— Scribner’s.

A most curious use of electricity is 
the adoption of lifting magnets in ma- 
chine shop and mill practice.
